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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed July 5, 2005 is sufficient to overcome the rejection of 
claims15-29 and 32-37 based upon Donohue et a! (5,987,480), Griebenow et a! 
(5,850,520), and Raoaoort et al (5,890,152). The amendment removed the extra three 
lines of Claim 37 as erroneously shown on the previous copy of the claims and 
amended Claims 15 and 32. Therefore, the currently pending claims considered below 
remain Claims 1-13, 15-29, and 32-37. 

Claim Objections 

2. The amendment filed on July 5, 2005 removed the extra three lines of Claim 37 
which were erroneously added on the previous copy of the claims filed with the 
September 14, 2004 amendment. The removal of these three lines places the claim 
back in the originally filed form; thus, the objection to Claim 37 in paragraph 3 of the 
April 4, 2005 office action is hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -1 3, 1 5-29, and 32-37 are allowed. 
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Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an exarniner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art was found which disclosed a document delivery system which stored a 
plurality of content objects and selectively retrieved at least some of the stored content 
objects to construct a customized publication based at least in part on a user profile of 
the requesting user ( Donohue et al : 5,987,480, col 4, lines 16-34; col 5, lines 63-67; col 
7, lines 35-47; col 8, lines 10-13; and col 11, lines 21-25) (Chen etal : EP 2,039,396) 
( Dimarco et al : WO 99/08205). Prior art was also found which disclosed a layout 
manager for selecting the appropriate template (layout) to use when generating a 
customized publication for the user (Donohue et al : col 5, lines 24-67). However, prior 
art was not found which also disclosed that the layout manager would maintain a record 
of time required to complete at least a partial layout of the publication which would be 
used to estimate the time required to layout and complete future publications as in the 
newly entered limitation of Claims 1,15, and 32. Thus, the Examiner considers the 
maintenance and use of a record of layout times for customized publications to be the 
non-obvious novelty of the present invention over the prior art.
